NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


The news we are enabled to publish in another colamn, to the effect that 
the Emperor of Russia bas declined to give his approval to the decisions of 
the Chief Commission on the Jewish Question is of supreme importance. The 
determination of the Emperor to assume a more positively benevolent attitude 
towards his Jewish subjects is most reassuring. It is a proof that the 
Emperor does not countenance the extremely harsh attitude assumed by the 
enemies of the Jews, and is anxious that the Jewish disabilities ia Russia, if 
they be not removed, shall at least not be increased. 


The Jews of Russia have always spoken of the present Ozar as their friend’ 
though deploring that he is a less energetic protector of the weaker classes 
among his subjects than the late Czar, the emancipator of the serfs. The Czar 
bas now asserted bis power and his more enlightened views, Foreseeing that 
the wholesale measures of expulsion proposed by the Commission on the Jews 
would deprive Russian commerce ef vitality, and consign a large portion of 
the produce of the soil to waste in localities from which none but the Jews 
gre enterprising enough to export it, the Czar has determined that the recom- 
mendations of the Commission, to expel the Jews from country villages, are not 
to be acted on. His Imperial Majesty did not. determine without consulting a 
family council, and thus showed a true opinion of the gravity of tbe crisis, 
which is vital, indeed, to the interests of his Empire, 


Our Kieff correspondent vouches, in the letter which we print this week, 
for three cases of violation in Kieff which have come within his personal know- 
ledge. Our correspondent on the Russian border speaks of the threatened 
expulsion from 8t. Petersbarg of 10,000 persons. He adds that if the Ist and 
29nd resolutions of the Commission on the Jews are carried out and Jews in 


consequence forbidden to sell spirits, keep taverns, or carry on any business in . 


villages and hamlets, a million Jews will be reduced to poverty. Fortunately, 
the Czar bas not consented to adopt these recommendations. Five hundred 
families have been expelled from Moscow by the authorities, men, women; 
and children, young, old, and sick taken ont of bed at midnight and deported 
by railway. The Jews in the little town of Elimorov have been plundered 
and their rabbi either killed or treated with peculiar ferocity. At Tschigrin, 
in the Government of Kieff, similar scenes have been enacted. It is not 
wonderful that the Rassian Jews are setting their faces towards Palestine. 


Mr. Samuel Pineles writes to us as Secretary of the Society for Promoting 
Jewish Emigration from Roumania that the Central Committee has been formed 
at Galatz for the purposes of emigration with Mr. Neuschotz, the well-known 
philanthropist and banker of Jassy, as Treasurer, The Central Committee 
expects monthly contributions amounting to from 40,000 to 50,000 francs, 
Intending emigrants have with one mind determined to go to Palestine where 
they are anxious to cultivate the fertile plains of the Jordan. They wish to 
establish a constant flow of emigrants and to provide each colonist with arable 
land, a home, agricultural implements, cattle, seeds, and with sufficient provisions 
to maintain him till tke first harvest. All this will involve an outlay of 2,500 
france for each colonist, and the Committee propose to establish in the first colony 
from 150 to 200 families. These will be accompanied by mechanics, a blacksmith 
carpenter, tailor, shoemaker, &c., also by a doctor, nurses, a qualified butcher. 
and teacher. They will thus form a complete community. At least one half 
of the families who are to form the first colony have already, out of their own 
means, made provision for their immediate necessities. Mr, Pineles appeals for 
help, and adds that the laws against the Jews have reduced, to poverty many 
Rowmanians who were previously well-to-do. 


Whatever Mr. Charles Netter writes is worth attention, and he is peculiarly 
entitled to speak on the subject of Palestine. Bat he overlooks, as so many do, 
the fact that Jews from Roumania and Russia desire to return and insist on 
returning to Palestine, and that it is better they should return as agriculturists 
than as mere studentsand sbarers in the charity collected from their coreligionists 
throughout the world for the support of the poor in Jerasalem. The poor should 
not go to Palestine, but those who can afford to buy fertile land from the Arabs 
would appear likely enough to earn there a fair return by their industry and to 
have the satisfaction of preparing the way for greater events, 

Not satisfied with the mischief they have wrought against the Jews in Russia 
some agitators from that country, are, it is reported, scheming to bring about 

a Judenhetze in Bulgaria. Ever since the establishment of the Principality of 
- Bulgaria, it has been a thorn in the side of many Russians to observe that 
whilst the Jews are being persecuted at home their protégé has granted to its 


Jewish subjects complete civil and political equality. Among the means which | 


the Russiin agents here referred to are employing to gain their end is the cir- 
culation of a petition to the ruling prince, praying for a restriction of the rights 
of the Jews. This petition, it is alleged, has already received more than 40,000 
Signatures. In some towns, such as Varna, Tatar Bazardjik and Cestanzia, they 


have even gone farther. They have so poisoned the minds of a number of the 


Christian inhabitants against their Jewish neighbours that a desire is being 


Publicly expressed for the expulsion of the Jews. 


The Spectator, having seemingly been convinced against its will, remains 


of its old opinion still. In the last number the curious device has been resorted 


‘0 of inserting a long letter signed “ Viator,” defending the Spectator in its 
“w#on the Jewish question in Rassia, ‘ Viator” seems to have been nettled 


by some caustic references of the Guardian to the acepticiam of the Svectator 
about the Russian atrocities, which it must now cones to be premature Hoe 
proceeds to defend this scepticiem by a most remarkable jomble of argaumenta 
and quotations. The blunders of a most elementary kind which ho makes (he 
speaks, ¢ 7., of Consnl-General Stanley being an eve-witness of the Olrans riots), 
pute him ont of court even as a fair advocate. But it shows the weakness of 
the pro Russian cause that, after accnsing the Times’ account of having charged 
the Rossian officials with connivance at the horrible crimes (a charge most 
carefully avoided in that account) he proceeds to justify hie accusation by 
quoting what the Guardian says. The avimns of the writer is also betrayed 
in a not very amiable light by his referring to the S: pple nentary Statement of 


the Rasso-Jewish Committee as an anonymous and irreaponsible communication, ° 


Even if he is referring to the fact that names are not mentioned, it ia well 
known that this is merely a necessary precaution, that the Committees expressed 
their willingness to communicate the names in confidence to the Foreign Seere- 
tary. “Viator” utterly misjudges of the point at issue whon ho says: “ It is 
clear, therefore, that there is deliberate and organized lying, either on 
the part of the British Consuls in Russia, or on the part of tho fabri- 
cators of the horrors in the Times’ narrative.” Wo should liked to have 
seen some editorial check to these very violent statements: The Editor 
of the Spectator owes it to himeelf, after the attitude he has taken up on tho 
subject, to be careful before he allows charges of lying and fabrication to be 
brought against men whose views he opposes. For ourselves, we may be con- 
tent with pointing out to “ Viator” that human natare is no: «> perverse as he 
appears to think. The discrepancies of the Consular Reports and the Times’ 
narrative may be due simply to the fact that none of the Consuls, except at 
Warsaw, were eye- witnesses of the riots, and that none betrayed mach interest 
in the subject while the crimes were being enacted. Ignorance, not lying, on 
the part of the Consals may bé the cause. . 


An interesting item of news reached us from Belgrade, which fully beara 


out our recent statements with regard to the friendly disposition of the raler 
and of the Governmental authorities in Servia towards the Jews. In honour 


of the elevation of Servia into a kingdom, a special service was held on the 8th 


in the synagogue at Belgrade, which was attended by a large nomber of 
Christian visitors, including the Ministers Garaschanin and Novakovics, the 
King’s Adjatant Protica, the Prefect, the Mayor, and several members of the 
Servian Parliament. After the Rabbi had delivered a festival sermon, M. Protics 
expressed, in. the name of the King, his Majesty's thanks to his Jowish subjects 
for their loyalty and attachment to the reigning dynasty. Wos.t a contrast to 
the unrelenting ill-will which the powers that be in the neighv ariag coantry 
of Roumania bear towards the unhappy Jews in that kingdom ! 


To see ourselves as others see us, either institutionally or individaally, ia at 
all times a usefal experience, if not, perhaps, quite so uniformly a pleasant one. 
The Managers and Director of the Jews’ Deaf and Domb Home are therefore 
doubly to be congratulated on having lately had the mirror held up to them by 
friendly hands at 4 most becoming angle. At a conference of [lead Masters, 
held Jast summer at the Statistica! Society’s Rooms, King’s College, a report of 
the proceedings of which was bat lately published, various papers were read, 
and diacuasion followed on the best mode of instructing the deaf and dumb, 
Mr. Schontheil contributed an essay on his “ Experience in the Schoolroom,"’ 
and thie “‘ ecientific’’ and “ practical ’’ paper, as more than one of the hearers called 
it, seems to bave evoked not only a good deal of candid admiration, but a 
general expression of opinion concerning the working of the pure German 
system, of which Mr. Schontheil is so strong an advocate and so successful a 
teachor. Several visits, it appears from the report, had been made to the Insti- 
tution in Walmer Road since the date of the last Couference, held in 1877, by 
those interested in the subject, and who were desirous to see and judge of 
results for themselves. Much unanimity of satisfaction was expressed ; ono 
speaker (Mr. Hutton) stating that of allthe schools he had visited in none was he 
more thoroughly satiefied with the character of the work lone.’ Another (Dr, Bux- 
ton) declares, that “ what we saw there opened our eyes,’ and yet another (the 
Rev. Charles Rhind) not only expresses himself as.thinking “ most favourably 
of the system pursued,” bat emphasises the satisfaction he felt in the fact that 
‘everything submitted to his criticism was “ fair ant open.” Especial pleasure 


eeems also to have been afforded to the visitors by tho “courteay ” they 


experienced at the Home, several of the speakers making pleasant aad parti- 
cular allusion to it, and we feel somewhat inclined to gather from the generally 
harmonious working of the Institution, as shadowed forth in its reports, that 
this small virtue is rather a feature in the establishment. Some 
stress may not inaptly be lIaid on it, for courtesy and con- 


sideration are not, perhaps, as a rule the vory strongest points about our. 
officials, paid or honorary. The old fashione 1 ideal where *‘ the mouth openeth | 


with wisdom and the tongne is the Jaw of kindness"’ is occasionally, perhaps, 
not quite realized on all our boards and committees. Tho wisdom, of course, 
we have in plenty, and the kindness too, but not always together in that 
delightful proverbial union. Where found it may justly be “ made a note of " 
and taken in conjunction with the more tangible, if not less taking, resulta 
here pointed out to us by outsiders, we feel entitled to express some satisfaction. 


The Rev. Dr. J, Rulf, the eminent, philanthropic Chief Rabbi of Konigaberg 
(whose efforts in behalf of the Russian Jews have been particularly conspica- 


ous), has jast published a German brochure of remarkable interest, entitled 


“bree Days in Jewish Russia.” In this pamphlet Dr. Ralf clearly proves 


how our unfortunate brethren in Russia and Polan! have been maligned as to 


their pursuits, They are here shown to be the most industrious and hardworking 
part of the popolation. ‘The Jewish artizan,”’ says the author speaking of

building of churches. They are, besides, choppers of wood, porters, scavengers, 


in short they ehon no labour of any kind, be it the heaviest or the bomblest, 


Inthe more artistic branches of work they display great skill and taste, too, 
and as their highest prototype they look up to Bezalel, the artist of the desert, 
the “Choresh Wechoshev,” and, like him, they chiefly draw on their own 
ingenuity and imagination for their models in working. On the roofs of houses 
and chorches, and in the streets as well as on railways, the Jewish workman 18 
easily recognized by his arba kanfoth, which he generally wears over bis 
garments, so that there is no mistaking him. 


There has jost passed away at Frankfort-on-the-Main an eminent German | 


painter, who during a long career obtained for bimeelf @ more than local 
renown. Professor Moritz Oppenheim, who was born at Hanan in the year 1801, 
and who was consequently 81 years old at the time of hia death, is best known 
in Jewirh circles on acconnt of bis interesting pictures depicting Jewish family 
life as it wae,—and as it stil! is in. many places—photographic copie: of whch 
adorn the walle of many a Jewi-b home in all parts of the civilised world. He 
commenced his studies at the Academy of Munich sixty yeare ago, and after 
having subsequently visited Rome and Paris, be settled in Frankfort where he 
resided ever since, Among his great workea were “ Susanna at the Bath,” “ the 
Retorp of a Jewieh Volunteer.” “ Lavater and Lessing at the house of Moses 
Mendelesoho,” “ Noah and bie fanily,” and several other historical paintings. 
Professor Oppenheim remained to the end a staunch and observing Jew, 


The sieter art of mus'c has aleo enstained a severe joss through the death 
of M. Prosper Scligmano, an eminent Jewieh composer and masician, who died 
senddenly at Monte Carlo. Born at Paris in 1817, M. Seligmann studied at the 
Conservatoire in that city, where at the age of 19, he carried off the first prize 
for violonce!liste,. He hast left behind a large number of important musica! 
worke, which obtained for bim a high rank among contemporary composers, 


The deceased was interred in the Jowish section of the Montwartre cemetery in 
Paris. 


We are glad to hear that the Rev. W H. Lowe, so well known to our 
readers from his com~mnnications to our colamns, is now engaged upon editing 
the MS. of the Mtevna contained in the Camb. Univ. Add. MS 470. This 
manuscript, one of the most valuable of the collection that has been got together 
by the energy.of Dr. Schiiler-Szinessy, contains the text of the Mishna iu all 
probability as it lay before the compilers of the Jerasalem Talmud. As our 
readers are doubtless aware, the text of the Mishna occurs in three different 
forme—independently and as forming the text of the Jerusalem aod Babylooian 
Gemaras respectively. It often occurs that minor variations exist io all the 
three different versione, and Geiger in bis handbook to the Mishna atten pte to 
settle the originaliext from the various readings. It ix conjectured that the Misbna 
which Mr. Lowe is about to publish is substantially the same text as that used 
by the Jerusalem Talmudists at leastone bandred years before the Babli, Hitherto 
thie text bas never occurred without the accowpanying Gemara of Jerusalem, 
and it je the fact of the absence of the Gemaric comments that makes the 
Oambridge M3. 80 unique avd valuable, while its text displays many peculi- 
arities, giving it a high critical value. De. Taylor asel it as the basis of his 
adwiraile edition ot Pirke Aboth.” Mr. Lowe's edition will be entirely 
critical and will probably be published in October. 


The London Positivist Society hae issued an address to English Jews, sym- 
patbiriog with the recent sufferings of their coreligionists. We are deeply 
grateful for this expression of feeling ; but it contains points which require some 
notice, The addross, which is couched in characteristic language, perceives 
“that a series of events so complex and anomalous leaves much ground for 
anxious reflection on the state of modern society.” It recognizes that the 
causes of modern Jewish persecation “ are many and difficult to overcome.” 
The intolerance which springs from narrowness of religious feeling is one of 
those causes, and the addrces dwells chiefly opon it. It is the proper function 
of religion, it contends, to combat such intolerant feeling ; but bitherto—aud 
here the Positivist character of the composition asserts iteelf—the duty has 


been imperfectly performed owing to the fact that“ faith bas rested not ou 


demonstrable trath, but upon eupervatural revelation ; and therefore believers 
of divergent faithe have been influenced to mutoal hatred.” The natural con- 
clusivn is that if some such system as Positivism were universally adopted by 
eo, the outrages which have lauly borrfied the civilized world would be 
impossible, The suggestion is ingenious; bat it will not bear carefa: ci Uliny. 


It seems to us that the religious favaticiam which has heaped soffering on 
the Jow in almost every age, has beeu ihe result, not of a belief in revelation 
bat of a conviction on the part of the pereecutors that their religion was thé 
only trae ous. The Chrisiiau bas beliewet that Jesus Buperseded Moses, the 


belief 


bas meted the followers of each teacher to cary tire and aWord into the bowes 


of other religiouiate, but, above all, of Israel.

All they have remembered has bees that theirs was 


The idea of revelation has | 
. scarcely entered their minds, They have not paused to consider whether their 
religion or that of their intended victims had the better claim t 
as of rupernatu’sl o in 


the true creed and that their possession of it gave them the right to wrog, 
their fury upon the unbelieving Jew. : 


We quite agree with the belief of our Positivist friends that if Positiviam 
were the creed of the world there would be no more religious persecution, Bat 
this would result, not from the factthat Positivism is a non-supernatural system 
but from the fact of all men being agreed abont their religion. It is obvions 
that if all the world were in accord on matters of faith, oppression conld not 
spring from differences of religious belief. Besides, that Positiviem shonld be 
universally accepted implies a general mental and moral advance which would 
be quite incompatible with persecution of any kind. If ever the creed of the 
Positivist becomes the creed of the world, men will have soared to such lofty 
heights of thought and motive as to have left far below them the low and 
unwholesome swamps which breed the wrong-doing of Russian peasants, 


The Positivist Address goes on to appeal to enlightened Jews “ to let their 
inflaence be cast apon the right side, independently of considerations of party, 
religion or race, wherever oppression... . is directed against a section of any 
population.” The appeal is a touching one ; and, though we cannot believe 
that it needed to be made, we yet do not hesitate to say that it is one which the 
Jew must ever be repeating to himself. , We have suffered too deeply from 
oppression ever to range ourselves, without incurring especial guilt, among those 
who would interfere, in however small a degree, with the liberties of other men, 
The appeal which is to-day made to us by the Positivist is that which is silently 
addressed to the Israelite by every page of his history. The first note wag 
sounded more-thav 3,000 years ago in the memorable injanction .“ Thou shalt 
not abbor an Egyptian, for thou wast a stranger ia hie land.” Even the oppressor 
was to be saved from oppression by the recollection of the sorrows he had 
himself caused: 


Once more, the Address reminds us that it is the a’m of the system 
in whose name it is put forth “to unite in the one bond of humanity alone 
all nations of men that dwell on the face of the earth.’ The aim is 
a glorious one; and we Jews respect it, because Judaism teaches it, 
In firmly believing ia a golden age, when brotherly love shall knit together all 
sections of thankind, the Jew is at one with the disciple of Auguste Comte, We 
cannot, therefore admit that there can be, in this respect, a religion “ wider 
than Jadaiem,” though the Address apeaks of it, The Jew in looking forward 
to the future, does not see the world peopled by Jews only. Bat he beholds it 
peopled by men who have “ cast away their idols of silver and their idols of 
gold,” and made the Ouoe God of [srael their hearts’ sole deity. Judaism is, 
arid always will be, for the Jew alone. What he is taught to pray for and to 
strive for is that all mankind may believe alone in the Great Being whom be 


adores. It is well that all religioniste—Positivists and othérs—should under- 
stand this.

THE COLONIZATION OF PALESTINE. 
[TRANSLATION ] 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” | 

Sin. —Is the colonization of Palestiwe by Jews from Russia and Roumanis 
desirable 

Before pronocncing an opinion on the subject, it is right to consider what 
bas been the fate of the colonies which bave been formed in that country 
during late years. The first. colony was founded by Americans fifteen years 
ago at the gates of Jaffa. In leas than eighteen months the Consul-General of 
the United States was compelled to seod the remoant of the colony back to 
Awerica, The second was established twelve years ago by W urtembergians, 
parily near the north eud of Jaffa, aud partly in the neighbourhood of Caiffs. 


. The members of the two communities, after having exhausted the resources 


with which they bad supplied themselves on leaving their country, led a pre- 
carious existence by means of charitable relief collected in Germany and 
America The third was founded two years ago by Jews from Hungary, & 
about two leagues’ distance from Jaffa; it was broken up at the end of the 


first season. 


The canses of the failure of these enterprises are: 
lst. The inferior quality of the land acquired in salabrious regions. 


2od. All the fertile laud in the salubrious districts is occapied by Arsls,. 
whom it is impossible to oust, ‘ | 


3rd. The difficulty experienced by men from a northera country working 


_ under a bot sun. 


4th. The competition of the Arabs who, having no wants, sell their produce 
at what, for Europeans, would be unremunerative prices. 


Sth. The absence of protection from the Arabs, who either directly of by 
mecank of their cattle injure the land under cultivation. 


Och. The mode of colle ‘ting the taxes, which makes the cultivator @ prize 


for the farmer of tithes, and iu case of dispute places him at the mercy of 
corrupt oflictals, 


To the causes of failure may be added the following, which specially affect 
our coreliplouiste :

Does Colonization in America promise to be succeesfal ? 
Of all the difficulties which exist in Palestine, there are but two which are 
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common to both countries, viz., the insufficiency of capital and the inaptitude 
of the colonists. If the first difficulty were removed, the other, itis trae would 
still remain, but the inconveniences arising therefrom would be considerably 
attenuated. In fact, in the event of possible, if not probable failure, the 
gnfortanate colonists in Palestine wonld be reduced to swell the number of 
those who participate in the Chaluka, and to augment the misery, already 
sofficiently great, which reigns among the Jews in that country ; wuilet in the 
United States they would fiud imme fia'e enployment for their iatelligeace and 
activity—employment which in that prosperous country is never devied to men 


| willing to work. 


From the point of view taken by the Jews of Furope, the hazardous attempt 
of a colonisation in Palestine would have another danger, viz, that of causing 
blic opinion to undergo a change with regard to the origin of the movement. 
Dar enemies would not fail to attribute it, not to the sad necessity of fleeing 
from a cruel step-motherly country, but to the attraction of the Semites towari’s 
the Holy Land ; fac from checkivg the movement, we should precipitate it and 
in avery short time we would witness a catastrophe the like of which Israel 
bas not experienced for the Jast twenty centuries.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “‘ JEWISH OCHRONIOLE.”’ 

S1r,—At the general meeting held at Fockehani on the 30h and 3ist of 
December, 1881, (OS) which was attended by delegates collectively repre- 
senting the several local committees established in Roumania for the pro- 
motion of the emigration of Jews from that country, it was resolved that a 
central committee should be appointed, having. its seat at Galatz, and consisting 
of the followfog gentlemen, all of whom enjoy the confilence of their co- 
religionists in the fullest sense of the word, bear animpeachable characters, 

ess uolimited credit, and, what is perhaps the most important of all, ara 
thoroogh m-n of business: M Isaac Lé wl, banker at Galarz, President ; M. 
Joseph Abeles, merchant in the same city, Vive-President ; M. Jacques Neuschotz, 
banker at Jassy, Treasurer, aid M. Samuel Pineles, Geoeral Secretary. The 
ordinary members of the Comittee being M M. Marco Schein and L. Goldberg, 
merchants at Galatz, Dr. C. Lippe of Jassy, and Moses Mattes and Meier Wein- 
berg, merchants at Bucharest. 3 

The Central Committee having apprised the Government of its intentions, 
has already arranged to meet the necessary outlays for priating, ad ministrative 
arrangements, &c., and has likewise issued appeals to our coreligionists through- 
out the country to organize collections in aid of the movement. Laws and 
regulations have also been drawn up of which we beg leave to forward you a 
copy. 

The movement bas already taken root in the country, and has met with a 
sympathetic reception from the catire pablic press; high and low, rich and 
poor, are ready to contribute according to their means towards this hamwane 
work, and the Central Committee is justified in the expsctation of receiving 
moutbly contributions amounting ‘o t:om 40.000 to 50,000 francs. Subscription 
lists have been forwarded to the offices of the several co nmittees, where every- 
one way bring or sead bis contribution. The minimum subscription is one franc 
& month and all moneys will be deposited with the Treasnrer, the well known 
philaothropist, M. Jacques Nanachotz, aud will be placed at the disposal o° the 
Central Committee, .In addition, the wealthier classes will contribute largely 
to this object, perhaps not so much as one might be led to expect, in consequence 
of the injurious effects of the exceptional laws against the Jews which have 
reduced bundreds, nay thousands, of Jews to abs»iate beggary, in fact miny 
who formerly were able tosupport the poor are now themeelvesin want of the bare 
necessaries of life. It is on accouct uf this pevalent d stress that the number 
of persons desirons of emigrating is eo very large. Tne intending emigrants 
have with one mind determined to go to Palestine, where they are anxious to 
cultivate the fertile plains of the Jordan, sothat by diat of lahoar. perseverance, 
and self denial aftera few years, they may realize the words of the prophet : 
“ Everyone shall sit und-r his vine, and everyone under his fig-tree, and nune 
shall make them afraid ” | 

The reason why the Roumanian Jews prefer to settle in Palestine rath:r 
thao on the other side of the Atlantic is simply this, that Palestine is nearer 
to Europe, especially to our own country, where the emigrants will leave 
behind them numerous relatives and friends, and where they will continue to be 
under the watchful eye of the Central Committee. For we will not allow oar 
emigrants to be cast off. as has been the case with some of the Russian emi- 
graots in America soon after their arrival. We wish, so far as human prescience 
will permit, to establish our colonies under the most favonrable aaspices and 
Conditions, so that others may feel impelled to proceed to Palestine in an unin- 
terrupted stream. This constant flow of immigrants will exercise a beneficial 
effect on those who are left behind, as well as on the colonists themselves. We 
Wish to provide each colonist with arable land, homes, agricaltaral implements, 
Cattle, seed, and avfficient provisions to maiatain him till the firat harvest. All 
this will Involve an outlay of 2,500 franca for each colonist, ant we propose to 
establish in oar first colony from 150-to 200 families These will b+ accom. 
Danied by the necessary machanics aoch asa blackamith, carpenter, ta‘lor, ahoe- 

or, &c., as also by a doctor, nurses, showret, and teacher. They will thas 
form Aa complete community. At leaet one half of the families who are to 
form the first colony have already, out of their own means, made provision for 
their immediate necessities, | 

Ye hope that when our brethren in Europe, above all in England, become 

nated with the great exertions we oureelves are making. they will do all 

tgs to assist us and also to strengthen the hands of the Central 
er,

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INTERNAL PROGRESS. 


Tar death of Mr. Lovrs Conkn removes a landmark ‘in our communal 
history. His life was conterminous with the life of the century and for the 
half century between 1826 and 1870 he actively mingled in the history of our 
community and indeed helped to make it. The removal of such a man 
from our midst naturally leads the thoughts to a review of the changes in 
English Judaism that have taken place during his long lifetime. Leaving 
aside for the moment the all-absorbing topic of the Russian Jews, we may 
venture to indulge in a little communal irtrospection suggested by the vast 
amelioration in our internal condition which took place during Mr. Courn’s 
life and which was to some extent affected by his action in the community. 
“A generation goeth and a generation cometh” and as a representative of 
the past generation passes away from us, it is but fitting that the represen- 
tatives of the present age should do him and ‘his work the fullest justice. 
Any review of English Judaism during the present century can be 
little else than a long series of self gratulatory remarks,’ This is not 
. alone the case with regard to our external history in which the great question 
of Jewish Emancipation was solved for this country once and for ever. For 
most people the attention would be more particularly directed to this outward 
‘sign of our progress in the good opinion of our neighbours and in our attain- 
ment of civil equality with them. But matter for congratulation is to be 
found in equal if not greater measure in our internal affairs, in the inner life 
ofthe Anglo-Jewish community, We are aware that there are many who 
deprecate all self-laudatory reviews of this kind. These gentlemen, who 
have been forcibly, if somewhat irreverently, been termed the ‘ Croakers,“ 
argue with much show of justice that such a review tends to make us too 
ready to rest on our oars, They also contend that there is darker side'to 
the pictore ; that the essentially Jewish life of our fathers is disappearing 
with its virtues, that now Jitdischkegt is no more, We will not deny that 
Some truth is to be found in these statements, but we submit that pessimistic 
®xaggeration is far more disastrous in its effects on a community than 4 
slight tinge of roseate colouring ; it breeds discontent and despair, two of — 
| the worst foes to beneficial action. As for the charge of the 
~»4ppearance of much of the specifically Jewish element in the communal 
life we would first deny the. fact and then demur that if the fact 
, be as stated the elements that have gone were not specifically Jewish and. 
been replaced by others just as valuable, if not more so. So, disregarding | 
the protests of these pessimistic eritics, let us review the changes for the 
which Mr. Lovis Coman must have seen during the life that has just 
Closed, 80 full of years and honour, 
At the outset of his life, Mr. Lovis Conny found the Anglo-Jewish 


Pulpit silent : it now speaks, Thanks to the. courage of many worthy 4 


pioneers, it is as rare nowadays to find a synagogue without a preacher as 
it was once to find one in which a sermon was ever delivered. This fact 
alone speaks volumes for the progress from dull rontine to intelligent 
interest in our synagogue worship. In the early years of Mr. Conen’s life, 
he found public opinion without a yoice and almost non-existent in the 
community : it now speaks through organized channels and with effective 
results, The consequence has been that communal workers need no longer 
grope about for means ; they have open to them a ready method Of testing and 
enlisting public opinion, It is due in the main to this cause that the new 
method of organization has become practicable—the method to which we 
can trace almost all the progress inside our community, 


Mm Mr. Comen’s early days the only organized institution of English 
Judaism was the synagogue. The only commuual action that could be 
taken by enterprising spirits was in connection with an ecclesiastical organ- 
(zation. To many minds this sphere of action was too circumscribed, or 
clashed with some of their scruples, as we see in the celebrated Isaac D’ 
Israxvt incident, Nowadays this narrow path has been widened into a 
broad high road, down which all may walk towards the common. goal of 
their ambition—the good of their fellow-men, _ There have been opened 


outside the synagogue objects of interest which can easily attract the atten-— 


tion of our most active members. No more striking example can be given 
than the Board of Guardians, presided over with so much ability by Mr, Loors 
Coney’s son, This institution offers to the young men of our community 


| Opportunities for communal work which will bring, besides recognition, the best 


reward of beneficial results, The establishment of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association was another of those important movements which helped to 
enlarge the sphere of communal activity, and to break down the insularity 
which had divided English Jews from their brethren on the Continent in 
those larger schemes of benevolence, of which the combined action in the 
present crisis in Russia is a typical example. The key-note of this move- 
ment was struck by the late Jacos Watey at the inanguration of the 
Aseociation, when he said :, “ Nothing that is Jewish is alien to the objects 
of the Association.” It was not enough that English Jews had gained 
emancipation and a position of complete equality with their fellow citizens. 
‘Lhat position involved responsibilities towards Jews less favourably situated, 
and the history of the Anglo-Jewish Association proves how sincerely and 
earnestly have been the endeavours to secure an amelioration of the pomtion 
of our foreign brethren. As a consequence of these and other institutions, 
the younger men of the generation are no longer snubbed, as they were most 
efficiently in the days of yore to which we are referring. Every enconrage- 
ment to enlist new workers is the order of the day, and the leaders of 
communal action have no longer to fear that they will not find worthy 
successors when the day arrives for them to seek rest from their labours, 


_ Everywhere we see the process of organization with its natural result 
of consolidation. The United Synagogue is a type of an inflaence which 
tends to do away with parochialism in communal affairs and to bring the best 
intelligence of the community to bear on its affairs by means of its leaders taking 


council together, No more effective means could be thought of for checking | 


the tendency to narrowness which is almost unavoidable in a separate com- 


munity within the larger national life. By its means is introduced the spirit ) 


of compromise, the favourite English practical method, with all its advan- 
tages. Some may add, “and with all its disadvantages, especially the loss 
of firm convictions ’’; but to this we would reply that if men feel less now- 
adays they think more, and action founded on thought is likely to bear more 
lasting frait-than the outcome of irrational though deep emotion. 

It is perhaps more than all by the feeling of toleration that this gener- 


ation is distinguished from the two preceding generations throngh which 
Mr. Conen lived. Men work with equanimity side by side whose convictions 


on many important points are radically opposite, By this means the com- 


munity has gained a solidarity, a united front, which contrasts strongly with 
the conflicts at white heat which distinguished Mr. Lovrs Conen’s gener- 
ation, and, indeed, in which he was by no means the least distinguished 
combatant. In his day we had, on the one side, the threat “ you shall not 
do it,” answered, on the other, by the retort, “‘ we shall do it whtether 
you like it or not.” Inthe midst of such conflicting principles there was 


clearly no modus vivends, avd-an-inevitable breach in the community was 


produced by the collision ; luckily, by the spirit of toleration now in the 
ascendant, there is every hope that this breach is only temporary, and will 
soon be healed. It would be idle to deny that Mr. Louis Consn was not 


jin any way distinguished by this more modern feeling of toleration, which 


some have termed the child of indifference, His inflexible adherence to 
principle was not to be overcome by any compromise ; co-operation with sn 
opponent was for him impossible. Yet, while we have to regret the absence 


‘of this, it is only just to notice the beneficial result of what at firet sight 
‘appears as narrowness pure and simple. The narrowness was existent, 


doubtless ; it could scarcely fail to exist under commanal circumstances of 
half a century ago. But it has almost unconsciously given a character to 


the English Reform movement, which favourably distinguishes it from the 
same movement in Germany and America. If we have to congratulate our- — 
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selves on the absence of those religious vagaries which are so prominent a 
feature in those countries, it is in great measure due to the firm stand made 
by Mr. Lovis Conen and his school. They could not prevent a | alterations, 
but they at least prevented alterations from degenerating into extravagance. 
‘We have referred to but a few of the advantageous changes which have 
occurred in our midst during the past tnree quarters of a century. To 
ennmerate them all would be to write the history of the times as regards 
Jodaiam and that is not our present object. We have wished to point ont 
certain general characteristics of our time which distingaish it from its 
predecessors, In the increase of solidarity and organization in the enlarged 
sphere of communal action and the growth of a spirit of trae toleration we 
bave discerned signs which should encourage us in our onlook to the future 
and give us confidence for the present Contemplating these things we can 
in all sincerity call npon our readers to obey the Biblical maxim “ Say not 
the former days were better than these.” : 


THE ATROCITIES AT KIEFF.

KIEFF, 18TH Makcu, 1882. 

I feel constrained to revert to a sad subject which has aroused 
the well merited reprobation of every humane individaal thronghonot 
the civilized world I refer to the gross and indescribable acts of 
violence to which Jewish women and girls were anbjected by the brutal mob 
during the riote which took plece last year in Southern Rossia. Although the 
foreign journals arriving in this conntry are besmeared with immense danbs 
by the Censor of the Press whenever they contain any remarks reflecting un- 
favoorably on the Rossian Government, thereby renderiog these observations 
totally illegible, I have heard ia an indirect manner that these heartrending 
occurrences bave been the subject of considerable discussion in the Eoglieh 
press. I aleo heard that there were not wanting some individaals who had the 
andacity to deny the troth of these outrages aad to aver that even when the 
fury of the mobs against the Jews was at ite wildest not a single instance 
occurred of any brutal violence having been offered to women. 

Asa Jewish publicist | would gladly detend the honour of our married 
wowen and maidens, but the reports are but too troe I am _ personally 
acquainted with three such cases of outrages, and am in possession of the 
names of the victims which I would have communicated to youif I had had the 
eanction of these poor women. One of these cases is koown throughout Kieff 
and uccorred in the suburb of Diwiewsca, 

That the English Conenl ia his report on the persecution of the Jews in 


ebvuld bare declared that be could obiain uo evidence as to the trath 


of the statements of outrages upon females, is easily to be understood. The 
Englieh Consul, as an official personage, could not with the best of intentions 
and after the fullest of enquiries arrive at the trath, for no Jewess, even of the 
lowest classes would—thanks to the excellent moral and religious training 
which our sisters receive—ever publicly confess to having been the victim of 
violence on the part of a more or less dranken brate, and especially in the 
presence of an official personagé, such asa foreign consul, I myself know a 
women who was violated in the presence of four Jews, aod when she was 
publicly asked by the correspondent of av English daily paper to give him a trae 
statement of the affair, she blushed, became confused, gave evasive answers, 
and in the end totally denied having been outraged. I[ have hitberto been 
silent with regard to this subject, which must give pain not only tu those who 
are most concerned thereby, but also to the sympathetic and hamane Englieh 
public. And if I now break this silence I do so solely in the interests of truth, 
aod in order that public opinion in Europe may not be deceived by the one- 


sided reports of consuls or the statements of newspaper correspondents. I 


solemnly affirm thatoutrages were committed on women and of course I assume 
the moral responsibility for the troth of my assertion. , 


DEATH OF PROFESSOR GOUDSMIT. 


We regret to announce the death of the eminent jurist, Professor Goudsmit, 
of the University of Leyden, which took place on Friday last. 


Professor Goudsmit, who was 69 years of age at the time of his death, reosived 
his appointment as Professor of Roman Law at the Leyden University in the year 
1858, an honour to which his many years’ practice as one of thie first advocates’ in 
Holland, and his great classical learning, justly entitled him. The consummate: 
ability with which he treated the subjects of his lectures caused them to be the 
mort frequented of all the lectares delivered at the University,.and he may be 
eredites with baving contributed to a great extent in the training of the larger portion 
of the present Datch Bar, It was not ouly asa Professor that be will be remembered in 
Bolland, Several learned works and treatises emanated from his pen. As a Jew

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THE JEWS RUSSIA, 


A NARRATIVE FROM THE BORDERS, 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


17TH MARCH, 1882, 


I will venture in the present letter to give a concise account of the condi. 
tion of our brethren in Russia, chiefly with regard to the national movement 
that is going on within, and to the wide-spreading agitation in favour of an 
emigration to Palestine. 

A highly satisfactory impression is being created by the attitude of the 
Russo-Jewish stadents, who are more and more coming into the foreground, 
Although Russian love of justice and the mode of administering the laws are 
not sucn as to inspire one with courage, these students are pronouncing with 
uousual candour for the rehabilitation of Jewish solidarity. They are becoming 
convinced that only in Palestine, the fatherland of Jadaism, can an asylum be 
foond for our brathrea, hated as they are in 60 many regions and persecuted ig 
others. The sufferings of the persecuted Jews within recent years have filled 
the minds of Jewish patriote with mistrust for the fatare, for they dare not 
delade themselves into the belief that the atill powerfal anti-Jewish movement 
will enbside at an early period. — 

The Jewish students, who hitherto lived in the hope that they would be 
considered as the equals of their fellow-stadents, have been bitterly deceived ; 
they now deeply repent having sacrifired mach of their faith on the-altar of 
nationality, a sacrifice, moreover, which brought them no reward, By taking « 
foremost part in the agitation for the colonization of Palestine, the Jewish 
students are seeking to atone for past feelings ; indeed, they lose no Opportanity 
of energetically advocating the movement Oa the recent Special fast-days 
which were generally observed by the Jews throughont Russia, many of these 
young men spoke in enthnsiastic terme of the colonization scheme, by means 
of which numerous families would secure a safe asylam and which would alen 
improve the condition of those who rem sined in Earope. Nor is the expression 
of their sympathy confined to mere words ; they give practical proofs of their 
feelings in the matter by the pecuniary sacrifices—often heavier than they cao 
afford—they make in favour of the fands for carrying on the movement. [no 
other ways also they show how fally they now identify themselven with the 
body of their coreligionists. They have of late frequently come into conflict 
with teachers and rectors who have sought to place a veto on any open mani- 
festation of sympathy on the part of Jewish students with their oppressed 
brethren in faith. A stadent at a gymaasiam, whom the rector forbade to 
participate in the special day of fasting and prayer, declared his readiases to 


‘leave the gy onasium rather than separate himaelf from hia coreligionists, A 


large number of stadents who gain a living-as private teachers have given up 
lucrative posts as such wherever a hostile feeliag to Jows has manifested itself. 
A profoand impression has been created hy an appeal which a number of 
students and young authore have addressed to the inflaential Jews in Russia, 
They brand, in scathing langaage, the selfish coaduct of many wealthy Jews, 
and impress on them the necessity of affording to their poorer brethrea the 
means of seeking new and peaceful homes in Palestine. 

The movement for the colon zation of Palestine is the all-absorbing topic 
of the day with our coreligionisis ia Rassia, who are yearning to exchange 
their fatherland for that of their ancestors. Even the Jewish journals which 
formerly entertained a different opinion have now veered roand in favoar of 
Palestine. Io Roumania this plan is also extremely popular, and the agitation 
there is the more fraitful, sinc» the Jewish press ia that coaarry is able to speak 
out plainly. The Jews may bo beaten to death, bat they cannot be silenced, 


-Yon have doubtless heard of the great Jewish gathering which has been held 


in Fockschani, and { only mention the subj-ct be2sanse in my humble opinion 
great deal more could be done ia this direction for the Russian Jews if the 
Ventral Association in Roamnania were better suoported. Little cana directly be 
done for our coreligionists ia Russia since the Goverameat of that Empire for- 
bide avy interference with its internal affairs. 


Several anti-Jewish newspapers in Russia announce in j »yfal terms that 
the Government, convinced how iojurivus the Jewish inhabitants are to the 
welfare of the Christian population, have determined to expel the greater portion 
of the Jews now residiog in St. Petersburg. This barbarous intention, if carried 
into effect, will reduce nearly ten thousand families to beggary. Ia aaticips- 
tion of such a calamity, the rabbis and several mea of inflaence have published 
an appeal for assistance for the threatened families. : 


Ere thie letter reaches you, you will doubtless have obtained from another 
source a copy of the decisions arrived at by the Chief Commission on the Jewish 
question at St. Petersburg. It is, therefore, uanecessary for me to recapitalave 
the five points. I may, however. state that if the Ist and 2ad resolations 
(which forbid Jews to sell spirits or keep public-houses, and to carry on basiness 
in villages and hanlets) are adopted by the Goverment, at least one millioa 
Jews will be stricken with poverty. The reac ion of this blow, which will fall 
so heavily on a large section of the Jewish population in Ragsia, will be felt t 
a considerable degree, too, by the remainder of our coreligionists. 

With regard to the anti-Jewish ontbreaka ia two towas, to which I referred 
at the end ot my last let'er, the Serja mentions the following facts. In the 
little town of Klimowo the populace asse:ablei and commenced to plander the 
Jews. Not sati-fied, bowever, with their work of robbery ani destroctioa, they 
attacked the Jews themselves, marking out as a special victim the rabbi of the 


 emall congregation. The Mayor of the nearest town was sent for, and althoag) 


be burried to the spot with a body of police, no attempt was made to interfere 
with the rioters. Similar scenes were witnessed at Ts-higrin, in the Governmest 
of Kieff.

THE JEWS IN RUSSIA, 


We learn from a trustworthy source that the decisionsof the Chief Conmmission 
(of which we gave a summary in our la+t). one of which advocates the expalsion 
of Jews from the villages and bamlets, have been submitted by Count Ignatieff 
to the Emperor for his approval. His Excellency described the matter as being 
extremely urgent, and asked that “in the interests of the Jews themselves ” these 
recommendations should become law and be carried into execution before 
Easter. The Emperor replied that euch weighty decisions deserved and 
demanded the moat careful consideration, and that before he came to any deter- 
mination on the subject he would consnit some members of hig family. At an 
Imperial family council which was held sabsequently, the opinion was generally 
expressed that the recommendations of the C mmission, if carried out, would 
geriously injure, not the Jewa alone, but the entire country, since in many 
districts the prodacts of the soil could oaly b» disposed of throngh the mediam 
of Jews acting as midilemea. When, therefore, Cant [gaatieff, for the secoad 


would never give his assent to sach cruel measures as those which it was pro- 
d to adopt with regard to the Jews. 
It was announced, in a telegram from Rassia, some ten days ago, that 800 
bad been expelled from Moscow in consequence of not being possessed 
of the necessary passports. A correspondent at Moscow writes to the Daily 
Telegraph to explain what ii; the meaning of the expalsiona thus indieated. It 
is in fact a renewal of the persecution of the Jews, this time not by a fanaii cal 
mob, but by the Russian authorities. : 

“ Leas than five days ago,”’ states this correspondent, “ 500 Jewish families 
were expelled fram here, ‘I'hey were taken out of bed in the middle of the 
night—neither young, nor old, nor sick being spared—and driven straight to the 
ralway station, and ordered to leave Moscow immediately.

The writer conelades by declaring that he has not exaggerated anything 
in this statement , but so bad is the present state of Russia, that it is worse 
than he bas represenicod it. When craelties of thia kind are perpetrated by the 
Government itself on harm/ess and inoffensive persons no one feels safe.

MANSION HOUSE FUND. 


A meeting of the Committee of the Mansion House Fand in aid of the 
Russian J we was neld yesterday afternoon in the Long Parlour, Mansion 
Honse. The Lorp Mayor presided, and among those present were the Reve, 
Dr. H. Adler, A. L. Green, and A. Léwy; Colonel Prendergast, Dr. A. Asher, 
Messrs, Ber jamin L Cobev, Samuel Montagu, Joseph Sebag, I. Seligman, W. J. 
Souleby, and A. Winzar 

We shall give a report of the proceedings in our next. Among the matters 
which engaged the attention of the meeting were communications from Mr. F.

Mocatta and Mr. Oliphant haf interviews with momboers of this Com nittee and 
satisfactory assurances of cordial co-operation with the London Committees 
were given. At Berlin thers was found to exist a disinclination to form a 
Central Committee to sct in concert with the Committees of Paris and London. 
On the contrary, the leaders of the Jewish commani’y in Berlin suggested that 
the seat of the Central Committees should be in London. 


POSITIVISTS AND JEWS.

The London Positivist Society have issued the following address to the 
English Jews : 

In common with many other bodies having various principles, both social and religious, wo 
desire to express to our Hebrew fellow-citizens our deep and heartfelt sympathy in this time of 
trouble and persecution which has befallen their brethren in. Kuseia and in a less violent form in 
Germany. But after giving voice to our sense of indignation and pity, we feel that a series of 
events so complex and analogous leaves much ground for anxious reflection on the state of moaern 
society. We recognize that the causes of this persecution are many and dificult to overcome. The 
religious fanaticism and intolerance of av ignorant and partially civilized population, the sanction 
given to thi« feeling by exclusive laws, the conimercial jealousy not nonaturaUy exhioited in the 
face of a better educated, more ii lustrious, and the equaly catyral 
aversion felt by a military for an industrial society, all these contribate their quota of tafluence. 
Civil disabilities may be removed by legisiation, violence may be repressed by measures of police; 
but to combat the intolerant spirit from which such persecution arises i« the proper function of 
religion, that is to say, of a system of convictions guiding the life and actions of all sincere and good 
men by knowledge of their duty, ant iaspiring them with zeal to perform it. Hitherto this function 
has been performed but imperfectiy, because faith has rested not on demenstratdie truth but upon 
supernatural revelation; and therefore believers of divergent faiths have heen influenced to mutnal 
hatred. The recent war between Russia and Turkey was larecly instigated by an implicit belief 
in the moral suveriority of Christian to Mussulman, But the persecution of Jews in Christian 
countries, contrasting as it does with their almost uniform toleration and protection under 
Mohammedan rule, of itself goes far to invalidate this sweeping a*sumptiou. To the influence of 
retigious di cord has been added in recent years a new source of disturbance. The misch evous 
theory of races, professing to base itself on an intrinsic physiological superiority of one population 
to another, a theory originated in Germany by literary professors naprovided with any real and 
positive explanation of bistory, 1s been wholly disseminated through Europe, and has been oon, 
stently invoked to justify odious acts of oppression, really prompted by the most sordid greed. Even 
tn England, and in the ranks of the Liberal party, an atterspt has recently been made to 
ustify the intolerance which the Jewish race has experienced from other races ta the past, 
and to stir up prejudices that seemed, in Western Europe at all events, to be disappearing. 
Against these anti-social doctrines we protest in tho name of humanity, whieh has benefited 
by and should be grateful for the services rendered by all races in all times. We notice 
with satisfaction that the people and Government of Spain have begun to. re:race their steps 
after a long course of exclusion and tyranny directed against the, civic position of the Jews; and 
we do not doubt that their new attitude, sunported by the outspoker public opinion of France, 
Eneland, and America, will ultimately produce its effect on the smallest village in Russia, In con 
clusion, we would appeal to all enlightened and generous spirits of the Llebrew faith to reflect that 
these horrible antipathies of race and. religion can only be permanently extirpated by a doctrine 
truly human, wider than any race or sect whatever. We would appeal to them as they value the 
civic equa'ity which they enjoy here to let their influence be cast upon the right side, Independently 
of considerations of party, religion, or race, whetever oppression, legal, social, or commercial, ts 
directed against a section Of any porulatior, or whelever attempts are made to deprive either 
classes or individuals of civic or constitutional rights. upon the ground of race, or social position, or 
opinions. The aarrowing walls of the creeds which have been responsible for so much mutual in- 
tolerance in the past are crumb ing away. In their stead is aribing a more eympathetic religion 
wider than Judaism, more generous than Christianity, and incorporating all that is Lest {n the 
principles and traditions of both with a faith in the humanity common to Jew and Christian. For 
conturies the Jews have set the world a noble example of the power of religious belief to hold men 
together beyond the limits of place or nations. For this, if for no other reason, they have a claim 
on the sympathy of those who strive to yoite in the one bond of humanity alone all nations of mon 
that dwell on the face of the carth.—On behalf of the Positivist society, E.L. Boesly, Newton Hall 
Flour-de-Lis Court, Fetter Lane; 27 Moses, 94; 27th January, 1882.

CENTRAL Sysacocue,—The Rev, A. L. Green preached on Sabbath lest 
the text : “A generation goeth, a generation cometh, bat the earth standeth for 
ever’ (Ecclesiastes 1.4). After referring to the social and religious changes which 
have been brought about in successive generations owing to the necessities of 
the times, and to the opposition which these changes, expecially those aff 
religious matters, nad often encountered in the Jewish community, the re 
preacher observed that within the past week the community had lest two men, both 
members of the Central Synagogue, who, and he said it. with every respect, belo 
more to the past than to the future. They belonged t) the past inasmach ag ¢ 
would not admit the necessity for any alterations in religious observances and in 
the Hebrew ritual, owing to the unrearonable fear that the landmarks of Jewish 
customs and traditions would be ruthlesely sweptaway. Altheugh he did not Agree 
with them, he would, however, admit that it were better, as those two men had 
done, to linger over every milestone of Jewish obserwances than to overturn then 
as many in their haste were anxious to do. Abraham Mvere, one of the two men 
whose death they had to deplore, was a man whose life had been poetic in its sim. 
plicity and beantifal in ite characteristics, That life, if he might give it the term, 
had been a splendid one. A truly pious and upright man, he had never been known 
to say a single word against his neighbour, and there were but too many so-called 
religious men who did not scruple to backbite and imjure their fellow creatures, As 
long as his strength lasted, and even when it had failed, he never missed atten 
the synagogue, thereby putting to shame those who had demanded reform, but who 
never came to the synagogue to see for themselves h ow those reforms worked, The 
other friend they had lost was a man whose name was better known, and who had 
rendered greater services to the Jewish community than many persons were aware. 
People had said that Louis Cohen was harsh. He titterly denied the truth of that 
statement, for as soon as religious matters were left, out of sight, Louis Cohen stood . 
forth as a true and noble English gentleman. His great piety was proverbial, and 
if he did perhaps obstinately oppose any changes in the ritual—and these changes, 
after all, were improvements and not reforms—it should be remembered that this 
opposition was prompted by conscientious motives, ind by that intense love for his 
religion, which was to him as a second nature. Altliough it was impossible to agree 
with his convictions, still one could not but respect. the man, for his opinions were 
thoroughly honest and conscientious, And it shou'id not be forgotten, too, that the 
attitude of such a man as Louis Cohen in religious matters had produced some good 
results. His determination to cling to every minute traditional observance and 
prayer had undeniably had the effect of inducing t’aose who were anxious to follow 
in the path of progress, to step with greater cantioli, and to check a tendency of 
going too far in their innovations.—Numerous an¢. large offerings were announced 
in memory both of Mr, Louis Cohen and of Mr. A. ‘N. Myers.
